.  The  Society  was  instituted  at  the  Capitol  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
City  of  Washington,  on  March  1st,  1909.  It  is  a  social  Order  composed  of 
women  who  are  lineal  descendants  of  one  or  more  of  the  Barons  of  England 
who  in  or  before  the  year  1215  rendered  actual  service  toward  securing,  and 
who,  after  many  defeats,  finally  did  secure  the  articles  of  constitutional  liberty, 
properly  called  the  Magna  Charta,  from  their  sovereign,  John,  King  of  England, 
which  he  ratified  and  deiivered  to  them  "in  the  meadow  which  is  calied  Run- 
nemede  between  Windsor  and  Staines,”  on  the  Thames,  above  London,  on  the 
15th  day  of  June,  A.  D..  1215. 

To  be  lineally  descended  from  the  Englishmen  who  participated  in  this 
celebrated  struggle  with  King  John  for  his  confirmation  of  the  Great  Charter 
of  Liberties,  the  foundation  of  our  Declaration  of  Independence  and  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  is  a  matter  of  which  any  American  woman 
should  be  proud,  and  this  part  of  her  ancestry  ought  to  be  included  in  tbe 
printed  records  of  the  Society. 

Only  five  new  members  may  be  enrolled  at  the  coming  meeting. 

Membership,  which  is  hereditary  in  the  families  of  the  primary  members,  is 
by  invitation  only.  There  are  no  annual  dues.  The  entrance  fee.  One  hundred 
dollars,  being  in  full  payment  for  Perpetual  Membership;  that  is  to  say  Life 
Membership  for  the  candidate,  with  continuing  membership,  without  any  further 
charge,  thereafter  extended  perpetually  to  her  inheriting  Successor  nominated 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Society.  Said  successor  is  usually  the 
daughter  of  the  candidate  but  may  be  her  granddaughter,  sister,  niece,  or  other 
near  relative,  by  the  same  line  of  descent,  whom  the  Life  Member  wishes  to 
nominate.  The  successor  when  promotea  may  in  turn,  also  without  charge, 
nominate  her  successor.  An  illuminated  hand  painted  certificate  of  member¬ 
ship  with  coats  of  arms  in  colors  suitable  for  framing,  two  gold  insignias,  and 
copies  of  its  publications,  without  extra  charge,  are  all  included  in  the  mem¬ 
bership  fee. 

In  addition  to  its  other  activities,  this  Society  is  engaged  in  the  preparation 
and  publication  for  its  members  of  a  series  of  books  to  contain,  among  other 
things,  a  full  description  of  the  Great  Charter,  the  field  of  Runnemede,  the 
Barons  who  served  there,  and  the  Families  who,  holding  membership  in  this 
Society,  are  descendants  of  these  Barons. 

The  Society  is  glad  to  receive  additions  to  its  unusual  collection  of  charts 
and  family  histories,  and  will  exchange  publications  with  other  societies.

Smith,  and  other 
families  there,  this  theory  has  seemed  un¬ 
assailable.  The  Lawrence  family  of 
Ipswich.  Mass.,  originated  in  St.  Albans, 
close  to  London,  and  not  far  from  '‘Burn¬ 
ham  Woods.”  Mr.  Charles  H.  Brown¬ 
ing,  -who  compiled  so  many  Royal  Line¬ 
ages,  and  was  for  years  the  genealogical 
guide  of  the  Baronial  Order  of  Runny- 
mode,  adopted  this  prior  theory,  in  its 
inception  and  employed  It  for  years  as  a 
standard.

“MOXXETTK,  OIIRA  ETJGEXE.  financier,  lawyer, 
and  author,  was  horn  near  Bucyrus,  Ohio,  April  12, 
1873,  son  of  Merviii  Jeremiah  and  Olive  Adelaide 
(HULL)  Monnette.  He  is  a  descendant  of  Isaac  Mon- 
net,  of  a  Hu&uenot  family  of  Poitou,  France,  who  fled 
from  his  native  land  after  the  revocation  of  the  Edict 
of  Nantes,  and,  with  his  brother,  Pierre  Monnet, 
settled  first  on  Staten  Island,  New  York,  and  later  in 
Calvert  County,  Md.  From  Isaac  Monnet  and  his 
wife  Elizabeth  Williams  the  line  descends  througrh 
William  and  Elizabeth  (Kent)  Monnet;  Isaac,  a  soldier 
of  the  revolution,  and  Elizabeth  (Osborne)  Monnet; 
Abraham,  also  a  revolutionary  soldier,  and  Ann  (Hill- 
iary)  Monnet;  -  Rev.  Jeremiah  C.  and  Aley  (Slagle) 
Monnet.  and  Abraham  and  Catherine  (Braucher)  Mon- 
nett;  the  grandparents  of  Orra  E.  Monnette.  His 
grandfather.  Abraham  Monnett,  was  a  wealthy  banker 
in  Ohio.  Mr.  Monnette  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  his  native  county  and  was  graduated  B.  A. 
at  Ohio  Wesleyan  University  in  1895.  During  vaca¬ 
tions  he  was  employed  in  the  Second  National  Bank 
of  Bucyrus,  an  institution  founded  by  his  maternal 
grandfather,  George  W.  Hull,  and  of  which  his  father 
was  president.  At  Ohio  Wesleyan  he  took  a  special 
law  course,  in  addition  to  the  classical  studies,  and  in 
1896  he  was  admitted  to  the  Ohio  bar.  beginning  prac¬ 
tice  in  the  Bucyrus  as  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Beer, 
Bennett  &  Monnette.  In  1903  he  removed  to  Toledo, 
O.,  where  he  acquired  interest  in  three  banks,  acting 
as  their  attorney,  in  addition  to  his  general  law  prac¬ 
tice.  When,  in  1907,  his  father  became  a  partner  in 
the  famous  Hayes-Monnette  mining  lease  at  Goldfield, 
Nev.,  Mr.  Monnette  removed  with  him  to  Los  Angeles, 
Cal.,  and  there  practiced  law  until  1912.  Shortly  after 
his  arrival  in  California,  in  association  with  his  father 
and  an  uncle,  J.  C.  F.  Hull,  he  purchased  the  former 
American  National  Bank  of  Los  Angeles,  becoming 
its  attorney  and  one  of  its  directors.  In  1909  this 
bank  was  consolidated  with  the  Citizens  National 
Bank  of  Los  Angeles,  retaining  the  latter  name,  and
